And the way to build his 
market is to unchain the latent energies which 
taxes have greatly sterilised and unleash the 
initiative which shameless waste has all but 
destroyed.

What we need is a beginning, a manifestation 
of invincible purpose, something which in 
the estimation of the |ieople will lift the 
Government at.

omy, it is not too much to say, will be thf 
second founders of this republic. 

1 would like, in all candor, to ask you men 
of today to look back over the last thirty 
yc-tr-— brieT. ihxtinc y.irs — a fugitive shadow 
upon the dial when considered as a mere mat- 
Lei of time, but a century when measured 
hy their effect u|jcm our Government. The 
bonds piled up, the bureaus built up, the 
offices created, the constant mounting of the 
tat burden, the spread and waste oi prodi- 
gality.

a fiffbl or an arrest; no one drunk; beggars 
almost non-existent — more panhandlers in % 
walk through the Chicago loop than in my 
two weeks here. 

The main streets and squares are as clean 
as thus* <d New York, Boston, Kansas, t'iiy 
or Milwaukee', the side streets and alleys 
far cleaner. The opera house is a truly monu- 
mental structure far larger and more beautiful, 
interior as well as exterior, than any fas 
America. The police arc in uniforms as 
■nut and us spotless as those of West Point 
cadets, and are of the type who are seen and 
not beard. There's a club in the heart of 
the city, with beautiful gardens, with tennis 
anil tea every afternoon; ask far a highball 
and you cause disruption in the restaurant de- 
partment. Here the women arc Paris gowned 
,umI the men pay far more attention to their 
cltjihe* than t'.i* we nt home. Tbe women are 
smart and beautiful, trim; the men, utmost 
too handsome for men. 

The Hhops .ire >m:Lll, but glittering in their 
order and cleanliness. It seems to me that 
these merchants must move their slocks every 
day for cleaning purposes. Go in and you are 
received with a smile; no iniiiienec that you 
buy, prom the street up, everyone is pleas- 
ant and courteous. Children in c warms, again 
smiling and well-behnvrd The Skill in lives 
for his family. For t week there was an an- 
nual street market in two of the principal 
squares; thousands of temporary booths with 
the passages crowded from morning to night — 
i.T.her, mother and fivn or sis children. Eas- 
ily two-thirds of the merchandise offered con' 
suited of toyt. Some of them may have cost 
nrdy half a Cent each, but the whole family 
participated in each purchase. Ever)' child 
in Palermo, however poor the family, had a 
toy that week. When the parents go to the 
picture show or the theater tbe children arc 
wjih them. Boys and girls of sia or eight 



attend the opera, applauding with cmuine en- 
thusiasnL 

As a people they have almost no money, 
we In America would say. That is true, the 
average Sicilian family lives on what would be 
pocket change for the American workman. 
But that does not mean that they Uve 
in poverty. The fertility of the island, 
ita mud climate, give its people a livintt for 
what vie would terra next to nothing. There 
are no signs of undcr-nouriBhment. The peo- 
ple arc well dressed. They are, 
of course, extremely careful of the 
penny. 

Street cars arc clean and slow; 
rmbudy if- in a hurry. The w.ner 
supply comes from the mountains, 
twenty or thirty mlies away, and 
is ampk and pure. Hydro-dec irk 
power lights the city. The harbor 
is being enlarged by American con- 
intisir-.. AuMtntOlaj Btsally threj 
nr fuur-story structures, are build- 
ing in a new section. Externally 
they are far more attractive than 
our flats. I did not see the inte- 
rior arrangements; most likely they 
are crowded. 

So far as I could learn there wa» 
not a murder nor a highway rob- 
bery in Palermo in the swn weeks 
of ray stay. There ire fewer mur- 
ders in Palermo in a year than in an 
American city of the same popula- 
tion, I asked an important man of 
Palermo how he explained the popu- 
lar fallacy of the Sicilian m Amer- 
ica—the sa wed-off gun. Use knife, 
the bomb, the Black Hand. 

•'It's not altogether a fallacy and 
we ourselves art Largely to blame," 
he said. In the beginning of the Italian nab 
to America, thirty or forty years ago, some 
of our officials had tbe very clever idea of 
< V»-itn»it our con tinned biibilud omiiiuils 
and we mixed a lot of (hem into tbe Ameri- 
can sht pca enU . 

The Shrinking Remittances 

npiIAT Criminal mixture is what gave the 
* Italian, and particularly the Sicilian, a bad 
name with your people. You hart heard liule 
of tbe decent, law-abiding and industrious ma- 
jority among your new citixens; it was only 
the prof essiortal blackmailers and assassins that 
come to your notice. When we reaured our 
mistake It was too late — we had given the 
great mass of our immigrants a bad name 
Now we would give anything to undo h. Your 
new immigration law is an indirect result 
We realize fully that you have the right to 
say who you will admit to your country— 
just as we reserve the right to say who of 
our people we shall permit to leave Italy. In 
the l iter years we selcrii-d Ihose with families, 
so that remittances would come to Italy from 
America. It helped our trade balance. Be- 
fore the war these remittances amounted to 
$100,000,000 a year — far more than we get 
out of all the tourists. The tourist and the 
immigrant are our most important trade fac- 
tors. Today the remittances from America 
hnvc shrunk to perhqpt $40,000,000 annually, 
and with your new restrictions they will be- 
come negligible with Lime. 

"By our shortsightedness we permitted a 
sprinkling of very active criminals to injure 
the Ti-piKJlior. Oil U Mfti'finj l , i.iw oli-.i-iv. 
ing people. Now our onlv hope is that tunc 
will bring a Just appraisal of the great body 
of Italians who have gone to your country." 

He spoke very frankly about his people 
and said that whit wt call the Black Hand i« 
a vital problem today in the rural districts of 
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Sicily. Unless ibe landowner "comes Up to the 
Captain's desk,' he m.iy as well hid a fond 
farewell to his crops. The farmers do not live 
on. their farms; they gather in towns at night 
and go out to their work at daylight. In 
these districts, there ore towm of 20,000 with 
only 4,000 or 5,000 at home in the daytime. 
Some of these firmer* walk or drive for two 
hour* before they reach their work, Before 
dark tbey start for home to avoid tempting 
some Black Hinder who may be a neighbor. 
My friend had no plan for overcoming that 
condition, lit- "lily b\i\tc wj.s that niuLJii-jti 
would have itu InJIuence. 

Vendetta Needs a Pabnotar 

" IT'S MORE than a custom with these pea- 
* pie," he said. "lis a. tradition. A century 
they were exploited, victimised erueUy by 
tnow in power. The law was used to bold 
them in peonage, They decided that as thu 
law was used only to bring them injustice, 
they would do without the law. Today none 
of them think* of going to the court if he 
has been wronged; it's a matter wholly be- 
tween himself and the man who wronged 
him. And from that you have your Black 
H.m.t. 

"In the Last few years our cities have been 
transformed physically and socially. As the 
boy* from the country come in for military 
service and, some of them, to the school*, 
they may carry to their homes the story of the 
new order of things. And then we shall have 
in brautilul, fertile Sicily one of the rich 
i-d:uidn «Jl (lie world." 

Th.iL is the Sicilian paradox — Palermo, its 
principal city, beautiful, modem, 
law-abiding', with the J am en Boy* 
busy In the country. At home we 
have the situation exactly reversed. 

So I admit, before someone does 
it for me, that the Bkuk Hand i* 
still doing business at the old 
stand in Italy, but the activi- 
ties are restricted aLmur-i 
wholly to the southern inland 
The vendetta flourished not so 
many years aeo in the south- 
ern end oi the mainland, hui 
today, I am told, it is grad- 
ually disappearing. It would 
be my prediction 
that a few genera- 
tions of education 
and contact will 
clear Sicily, too. 

I shall now return to our onsinal subject 
of Popular Fallacies, (or 1 realiie the hew 
15 growing late and there ore a number of 
other most interesting numbers nn the pro- 
gram. It seems to be generally understood 
that the noisy, blatant, nasal, boastful, Hl- 
het-you and God's-own-country tourist iu Eu- 
rope comes from the United Slates — a most 
fallacious fallacy. I have been loafing about 
here on steamships, tram* and in hotels for 
three lijuuth; ..ltd i h.ivr- nut yet seen that 
kind of no American. He may be berr. hut 
he is hiding, so far as I am concerned. With- 
out exception, the ones I have met have been 
quiet, withdrawing, self-effacing. They seem 
to try to keep In the background and to the 
extreme left, and could be criticized for diffi- 
dence and bash fulness. They pay the hotel 
kee|Mrs, waiters and cabmen what they ask 
and without dUcuasion for fear of attracting 
attention. "E Pluribus Umm" has been 
changed to "We strive to please everybody." 
with the result that our trade-name among 
Euni|jc'?i hotel men is M-A-ft-K with the 
accent on the entire word. 

The American is the world's most reckless 
automobile driver. There's an unutuolly fine 



specimen ol the I*. F, A real »peed demon 
Irum the old home traveling the cement road 
would be crowded out of a funeral proces- 
sion — III give you ten guesses — in Jerusalem. 
Yet, Jerusalem, Palestine, Few of the so- 
called streets af the Golden City permit the 
use of a motor car, so the chauffeur-wrecker* 
»tyre up all of their recklessness for the 
country roads. The Turks built good ma- 
cadam ways, twining and turning over the 
hills and through the ciuyonlike valleys like 
a tangle ul white col ton twine. Light, high- 
powered American cars are used and the 
Jerusalem speed demon* turn them loose, 
wide open.

ORGANIZED baseball, during the present itimntr. cele- 
brate tbc fiftieth year of iu reign as the king of Ameri- 
can sports. At I reflect open the phenomenal growth 
and present popularity of toe game, I cannot help but won- 
<kr bow the old timers, who ware whisker-? instead of gloves, 
would view the ^nort they fostered were they alive to- 
diy: undoubtedly, with great tod pardonable pride; 
just &s certainty, with open-mouthed amaicmenl. A 

In fancy, I can see thrrri now, gray spectre 
forms in a vast and colorful crowd of 05,000 
spectators at the Yankee Stadium in New 
York, rubbing their incredulous eyes and 
pinching their phantom arms to make sure 
ihat all Utey sec and hear is real and not 
just a dream. 

For the bajtebtUl they sponsored and played 
a half century and more ago and the base- 
ball Wo perpetuate and know today are two 
very different things. True, it is now. as then, 
primarily a sport—the nil wnal pasthne of the 
American people — but it has also become, es- 
pecially during the last ten or twelve yean, 
t big business enterprise that attracts big 
cruwdi and involves big investment* in plants 
and playera, and yields big return* to the 
successful; an enterprise, in fact, that com- 
mands the talents of business men oi foresight 
and courage. 

This, the golden anniversary of organized 
baseball, is also the Golden Age of the game, 
as I can very quickly show you by quoting 
tome present day sfntisties. 

The Yankee Stadium, borne of the World's 
Champion New York Yankees, dedicated last 
year and representing on investment of two 
and a half million dollars, is the largest base- 
bull plant in the country with a normal seat- 
Iraf capacity of 65,000. When every seat in

This, of course, is an ex- 
ceptional honur jrii •■! -the highest in the his- 
tory of the ip me — but there are other out- 
standing stars — Ty Cobb of the Detroit 
Tigers, George Sisler of the St. Louis Browns, 
and TrU Speaker of the Cleveland Indians — 
who undoubtedly are in the SJSjOOO and ow 
group when the income tax returns are made 

out. 

Eight and ten thousand dollar pay checks, 
in fact, are not uncommon for player* of 
proven ability but lesser brilliance, while re- 
cruits from the minor leagues and college 
players yet to be tested tinder the merciless 
beat of major league competition, arc getting 
i onirics ili.it rali fnr $5,000 and 56,000 for 
154 afternoons of dramatic and not unpleas- 
ant toll.

Like every other minor leaguer that grad- 
uates into the majors, ibese players Were 
bought largely on speculation. When they 
make good, »s only three of this «*tct have, 
they are worth all thai is paid for them and 
more, for they become factors in winning 
ball gnmcs and a winning team draws Ihe 
crowds. But the majority of minor league 
players who get a trial with rhe elite of the 
national pastime i.nl !*j survive the ordeal 
of facing the pitching of Waller Johnson, 
(j rover Cleveland Alexander or Himanl 
Ehmke, and the errorless and Sparkling ball 
they formerly played with Denver or Mil- 
waukee Is midupiicated when Babe Ruth, 
Harry Hrflmatm and Ken Williams start the 
heavy fwmlardnvnt. So bark ihey en from 
whence they came — "many are raited but few 
get up," as the hotel clerk says — and the 
club owner, whn release* them, sadly dips his 
pea in red ink and enters the purchase price 
on the sorry tide of the ledger. 

I have painted the picture, of course, in the 
drabbest of colors, and there are limen when 
brighter pigments can be used. Rare are thr 
occasions for regret, for example, when a sea- 
soned player ts purchased by one major league 
club from another. Babe Ruth was a bargain 
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it $US,000; b terrific hitter whose name is 
synonymous with home runs, a versatile per- 
former who can pitch, guard first base ami 
patrol the outfield, and a colorful character as 
well, he has proved the biggest individual 
drawing card in the annals of the game and 
consequently rates as a most profitable in- 
vestment 

Tris Speaker, too, was purchased at a ridic- 
ulously low figure when the late lim Dunn, 
of Qeveland, paid the Boston Red Soot $50.- 
000 for his release and transfer, hfciuw Tns.

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The Island of Too Many 

People— By GEORGE GARY 



BEFORE n dirt-alnwrd straw hut in Porto 
Rices wrrlant hill* I came upon an old 
peasant woman. She was dry*"* some 
green culfet beans on a ragged sack tprrad 
on the ground 

"Mow many people live on this island?" 
I asked. 

"Too many, sefiof ," she said — not impolitely 
— And squatted to sort bet coffee beam. 

Ftocks of other huts, poor and primitive, 
stood among the thin groves of 'wild coffee 
that srrew along this mountain ridge, On the 
slope* below were Mill mare huts and villages, 
and odd white square patches that marked 
fields of tobacco growing in the shade of 
t cm -Like, cheesecloth coverings. "Mosquito 
ban to keep flies off the workers," an idling 
tourist chuckled. Shade, it really nu, to 
make the brown leaf milder. SUU further 
down, on the green plain that stretched to the 
sea, lay the can* fields and while sugar mills 
where armies of drub workers toil for a pit- 
tance and starve idly 'through the half-year 
when t here is nr> work. 

More than a quarter of a century ago the 
■runs of Sampson gave this island to Uncle 
Snm with all its rhronir. economic ilk, Since 
then its crops and trade, with Yankee help, 
have multiplied many times. Today its rich 
are richer, its poor more numerous. The more 
we've stamped out disease, the faster ihe 
population has grown; as always the poor have 
roost children. So people are crowded in 
Porto kirn, crowded as yon may htve seen 
gulls, cormorants or pelicans crowd and fuss 
and scramble for mere foothold on some 
rocky islet off the California toast. When one 
bird would stretch his wings, some other 
must full off! 

From a business viewpoint, this island pays 
rich profits to Uncle Sam and the interests 
that cipJoit it. Yet its work.-: .me h-jiu-i-v 
There .ilc 1 1 ».. :iiitjiy. Whi-n we took it frum 
Spain, we took o%-er the duty of caring for 
its people. This change in ihe ratio between 
men and jobs puts on us a puxtling obligation; 
we must soon find a way to meet it or else 
face more of the riots, strikes and labor dis- 
order* which Purto Rito, for the first time in 
its 400 yean of colonial 
history, is beginning to 
suffer because of this 
growing; pressure of Pop- 
ulation. The usual po- 
litical problem — more 
home rule and statehood 
— is there, of course. 
Hut Tar more grave is 
the urgent question of 
how to help a surplus 
population of perhaps 
100,000 cam a living 

"Uncle Sam isn't to 
blame for our birth suit, 
of coarse," a native 
official told me. "But 
we're crowded now. J 77 
Id the square mile Even 
such it densely packed 
people might earn a liv- 
ing if the island was all 
theirs. But vast areas 
of our richest soil is 
fanned by big landlords, 
ihsentee 'and otherwise, 



whose ownership forces many natives to re- 
main mere day laborers. Big landlords there 
must he, and much capital to build sugar 
mills and finance the machinery of export— 
that we admit. But thr present equation 
is a hardship on thousand*. Vast numbers 
must soon migrate, or else some speedy 
method of small-farm allotment must he 
found 

Seeking more light, I talked with Settor 
D&vtb, Porto Rico's delegate in Congress 
He wants more industries, and isn't opposed 
to migration. "Compare us with New Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts, or Belgium," he said. 
"Their populations are den^i, but thojii and 
factories help the people live. . . . Already 
some Porto Rkans have migrated. Twenty- 
five thousand live in New York. A few were 
taken to Hawaii for sugar farm labor. Yotf 
could use thousands in California, and in 
your south, where labor is now scarce. My 
people dislike to leave their island; yet many 
would go from necessity had they the 
means." But Mr. Dnvila suggests no remedy. 

No Boats for Steerage Passengers 

"'T'HE trouble i- ' said General Mclntyrr, 
' thief of the Bureau of liwuiar Affairs, 
"1 hat the Porto Rtexn can't get away without 
help. The only way to quit that island now is to 
ride out on a cabin ticket. Immigrants don't 
travel first class. Our mfJUons, from Europe 
have come mostly in steerage. But onr coast- 
wise laws keep foreign ships, with steerage 
quarters, from calling at Porto Rico for pas- 
senger* whet, hound here; and our few boats 
that make the bland don't carry steerage pas- 
sengers. There you are. Even if 100,000 
workmen wonted to go to Tens, or Georgia, 
we have no regular means of transportation. " 

Yet it is plain that we could use thousands 
o£ Purru R» ibj, in >hoji«. mi farms ami as, 
domestic servants. Every year armies of 
Mexicans drift up into our border states, even 
as far north as Wyoming and east to Pitls- 
burgh. and work for mnnilri in mine-;, m 
farms or railways, and then return to Mexico. 
Railway* handle these. Ships, chartered for 
the purpose, might handle the surplus blwr 
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of Porto Rko hi a simitar way. Planters. & 
Communities of fanners and manufacture' 6, 
might cooperate to this end. 

*'J work here a port of the year." a ggljWgS

These fixed charge* were enormouw 
when the government was compelled lo take 
over the various units which now compose 
the Canadian National group, tn fact, it 
was the inability of the Canadian Northern 

and the Grand

of (he government simply because tbe govern- 
ment bad guaranteed such liabilities in tho&f 
years between IU00 and 1 U M when Canada 
went mad in the matter of railroad construc- 
tion, Overhead has since increased tremen 
doosly. 

Digressing for a moment, let it be said that 
anybody who assumes the people of Canada 
deliberately adopted ihe principle of public 
ownership, as against corporate ownership, is 
fflht There has never at any lime been 
such an issue in the Dominion, If the Domin- 
ion today has more than fifty-five per cent 
of all hi railway mileage owned and operated 
by the Drt* yia c e*\ R is not because the people 
favored such a change They were never 
given an opportunity lo express a judgment , 
one way or (be other, in Ihe matter. The 
government was not a free agent in the situa- 
tion which tacitly arose in 19M, and actually 
two years later. It had guaranteed ihe bond* 
of the Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, e cm prising about 14.000 miles, 
and ckher had to take over these roods or fee 
ihrm pass into hopeless insolvency. In any 
event, it had to pay the bill. The people, 
under such circumstances, were passive, loo 
much stunned lo be artkulatc- 

Hetuming to the main line of thought, it 
must be made very plain to anyone who

Wo con arrive at a prompt under- 
standing of the rapid rate si which 
capital liability hoi grown if wc look 
for a moment at the volume of gov- 
ernment advances to the Canadian 
.N.ifianii during the past four yean 
alone. That has been the chief 
period of development althuugh Sir 
Henry Thornton ha* been in con- 
trol for less than two years. These 
advance* in w* far a* the creation 
nf fixed charges it concerned, have 
taken two forms — cash from the 
public treasury and guaranteed 
bonds. In either case the remit fa 
the same. The only difference is 
that ai the latter instance the lia- 
bility does not appear immediately 
in the public debt, l-'or the pur- 
poses of this review, therefore, no 
distinction will be made.

This amount, moreover, could be con- 
siderably swollen without straining the prin- 
ciples of sound accounting. For example, the 
Interest on the capital cost of over 5.000 miles 
of line is not included, although there is no 
reason for excluding it. It f» omitted simply 
brcati*e the government paid the cost of con- 
stnjriinn in ili-Tir'it instamv .tnd ihr liability 
thereon is taken core of annually in the public 
debt.. N'or has the liability attaching to 
recent guarantee* on over S200.000.000 of the 
debenture stocks of the Grand Trunk Railway 
been taken in. 

Yearly Increase in Fixed Charges 

VI7HAT will be recognised at once is the 
* ™ fact that while an operating surplus of 
$20,236,563 was won by Sir Henry Thornton 
but year, fined charge* have been increased 
by almost S2 5, 000,000 during the post four 
years, So far as the pubfk treasury is con- 
cerned, therefore, the situation is slightly 
worse than it was four yea™ ago. In other 
word*, fresh liabilities on capital account are 
increasing more rapidly than are net open ling 
earnings. The only ground for cheerfulness 
proceeds from the negative aspect : How much 
worse would the position of (be country have 
h«n had there not been a favorable operat- 
ing balance in I"?3?

If the account as to fixed charges were 
made up in the way a commercial bouse or 
a corporate railway would be compelled to 
deal with the matter, the amount could not 
possibly fall below $05,000,000. II could 
easily exceed $100,000,000, And it is that 
huge burden which Sir Henry Thornton hat 
been asked to remove from the shoulders of 
the people. Every year that he falls tJiort his 
difficulty ii (o that extent aggravated There 
has therefore grown tip a sentiment in favor 
of throwing the whole amount into a separate 
account, and starting Sir Henry with a clean

idea to Parliament » few weeks ago, and it is 
now simmering. While everyone who thinks 
will underhand that such a method of itch- 
merit merely hides disease without curing it, 
it is hoped that the psychologic al rtfer 1 will bt 
on rhr tide of orjtlmJsm.

Capital la Not Really Money 

CAPITAL is defined as goods or wealth, 
other than natural resource*, which are 
not made to be consumed directly but are de- 
voted to still further increasing production. 
LuinpiVs iif -.iiiii eonds arc -mil' and ma- 
chmery of all kinds, factorial, plants, and store 
buildings, steamships, railroads, and all ihc 
agencies of transport. Although expressed of- 
tentimes in terms of money, capital k not 
itimicy but the louK and goods that money will 
buy. It is the productive equipment of society. 

There are several important things about 
capital that need to be man- widely under- 
stood, but two of the most important arc: 

1. Where capital come* from, 

2. Whom capital serves.

But it 
is not always clear that when a cre.it 
factory is built up from sum* col- 
lected from hundred* of individual* 
scattered throughout (he country, 
the factory also comes into existence 
because of savins Vet it is obvious 
that thr sums oi money contributed 
by each individual were first saved 
and put aside before, the money 
could be available for financing [he 
contraction ol the plant 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, for ra.iniple. h.us 
more than 300,000 stockholders. 
This great company, with the largest 
number of stockholders of any 
American corporation, is owned en- 
tirely by these individuals, and the 
money they have invested in it for 
the purpose of improving and ex- 
t ending the telephone system of the country 
was first saved by them out of income* be- 
fore it could be devated to that purpose. 

Not all .laving, however, is don* by indi- 
viduals. The corporation* themselves arc 
savers, and their savings supply much of the 
capital needed to develop industry. Instead 
nf distributing all of ihi-ir naming* m the 
form of dividends, ii is the practice of the 
most prosperous concerns to pay dividends at 
a moderate rate, such as can be steadily main- 
tained through the varying fluctuation* of 
business conditions, and to hold the balance 
from the good years in a surplus fund, out of 
which ran be financed extension* to the 
pl:,n! ,itid bu-in< -- 

Because these savings are shown tn the 
reports of the corporation* as addition* to 
their surplus, it is not always clear that they 
ire iu-l .1' much «vm«s nS afe the savings of 
individuals, or that they are used to increase 
the miiply of up! Lai at the service of society. 

Neither does the public fully understand 



how large » portion of the profits of industry, 
in the form of addition* to »urplu». go back 
into industry where they result in improved 
or cheapened production- The public virw 
often is (hat profits benefit only an iiidividu.il. 
ahd that they have no productive me*. The 
truth is (hat a large part <t\ the profits earned 
in business in the United Stale* have been 
reinvested hi business and industry. With 
many manufacturing and mining corporations,

Long Live the '/Aaty 

\TOT ONLY the map of Europe but her currencies were altered 
by the World War. Not only new countries but new coins 
have been created. We have welcomed the advent of the 
Lithuanian lit, the Latvian lit, the Dantzig gulden, the Chechn- 
slm-ak ducat, the Russian tservonct and a whole tribe of new 
crowns, marks and francs. Now comes the Polish xloty. 

The xloty is unique in that it is the first of these new units 
to be manufactured at the United States Mint. Enoucrh silver 
and alloys will be supplied by four American corporations to 
make twelve million one-jtbly coins and half as many two- 
zloty corns. The doty has a {or value of 19.3 cents, like the 
French franc and the Roumanian leu. 

Since the war Poles have done business solely with paper 
currency, and have lacked the comforting dink of coins in the 
trousers' pocket. Now all that is to be changed, and the gov- 
frutnent is in a hurry to have it changed as soon as possible. 
So the United States has put at the disposal of its recent asso- 
ciate in war every possible facility for speedy coinage, so that 
the money, worth nearly five millions of dollars, may find its 
way quickly into Polish tills. 

\Ve in this country, who suffered less than any other belliner- 
ent from a currency upset during and after the war, may thank 
our stars that our metallic money has remained quite undis- 
turbed. Most of us have a tendency to take our blessings too 
much for granted. 

Patents Mark Our Industrial Progress 

p ATE NTS to the number of 1,500.000 have now been issued 
by the United Suites, it took fifty-seven years after the 
creation of the patent office in 18 Jo for the number to reach 
500,000. In eighieen yenr* the second 500,000 were issued. 
The third 500,000 were issued in thirteen years. Of course, nn 
other country has such a rernrd. In no other country dn 
patents play so large a part in economic life. 

In a rough way, the three periods during which 500,000 
patents were issued mark stages in the development of our 
economic life. Between I8.t6 and IW1 the steam engine was 
perfected and applied almost universally to machinery and 
transportation by land and sea, labor-saving machinery look 
on Importance, and generation and utilization of electric power 
had their Ijeginning. Between 1893 and 191 1 the automobile, 
the aeroplane, and wireless communication had their rise, and 
the development of inventions of the earlier period, as in the 
field of electricity, were ^trikint;. 

In the thirteen years since l°tl the effectiveness of labor- 
saving devices has hail pmmihence, with emphasis on automatic 
machinery which almost eliminates direct manual labor and 
greatly increases production. Perfection and new applications 
of inventions of earlier periods have been no less striking. An 
1'iaiiiple is ib<- broadcasting of radio and means for Individ 
receipt of the broadcasted programs.

To you, entrenched in your wrU- 
organized and highly ethical business, he's 
an outlaw, of course, but n harmless and en-

«cc as a source of passing amusement. 

Occasionally, passing his "stand," you've 
paused a moment to listen, and then passed 
on, chuckling at one of his sallies. Clever 
r-ussl Sbwwd and self -reliant. Methods, of 
course, tie worse than questionable. And the 
stuff be sells is junk. But anyway and this 
your tribute to crafts m a n s hip — anyway, he's 
an all-fired good salesman. 

He is Salesmanship, of his acute kind, is 
an art of which be truly is the master. Quite 
religiously, too, he's a specialist j he sticks 
to hin lr.itlc, and deeply he studies it lie 
know* human nature—knows its weaknesses 
in gullibility and curiosity and cupidity; and 
upon those weaknesses he builds, paradoxi- 
cally, the solid structure of his selling success. 

And yet he's a problem. He's A problem 
and a challenge to every man that advertises 
and sells — to the manufacturer that markets 
hb product thrnugh the wholesale and retail 
rh.vmrH of disi rilmt iun and tn the manufac- 
turer that sells direct to tbe consumer, he's 
a problem and a challenge to the wholesaler 
that sends out his salesmen with the hacking 

of the minuiaclurr:''. advertipio« »l'u\ (he 

prestige of an advertised fine; he's a problem 
to the retailer in whose ccmnnmilv he sets 
up his tripod and his spread-out suitcase and 
his swinging and sputtering torchlight. 

Why? Because by his methods he attacks 
the public's confidence in advertising and 
salesmanship. And because, pcrh j "- i.mc- 
thing rise- 
Study his technic. Watch him gather his 
crowd. He gives away wedding rings, or 
stick-pins, or watch-chain* Thus he accom- 
plishes two purposes: he attracts attention 
and he builds up, as we have seen, an illu- 



sory almoiiphcje for what is to follow. Or. 
favoring another method, he sets hb stage, 
usteutAtiou.\ly T for some spectacular stunt—the 
'hypnotising" of a small and somewhat 
Jsinlitet.nl Luluioi buv. u t perhaps the per- 
fomunce of a magician's trick with a pack 
of cards and a silk hat. 

Then, having played his overture, he pro- 
ceeds at once to his main idea, which b 
tbe business of converting into cash hb 
packed-is stock in trade in the spread-out 
suitcase. And bow does he proceed? Just 
what does he say? Well, he's still the plausi- 
ble iilusionbt. 

Hb fountain pens— if he's- disposing of 
fountain pens — are "Waterman style.'' Their 
barrels are "genuine mlJed-rubbet and dia- 
mond-cut." The "diamond-rut" sounds im- 
pressive until you discover that tt describes, 
not a method of machining, but merely a 
pattern nf prcssed-in decoration. Their points 
arc "solid gold shelL" which b a dramatic 
Way of saying that they're gold-coaled. His 
biliiukls. .ire Htn'jir.r i.hmmr tulor in alli- 
gator pattern." Hb massage cream b "put 
up exactly the same way as Pompeuan or 
PihnohVe ; and it b — in jars. 

And then what! 1 He waxes personal. 
"Now, friend*," he explains, "I'm not out 
here to sett you anything. I'm not trying 
to get your money, i'm out here to adver- 
tise The manufacturer of these here goods 
pays me a salary to advertbc W in this 
way. He doesn't believe in spending thou- 
sands nf dollars in the magazines and news- 
papers and on the billboards.

His massage 
cream, so he leib the world, is a product 
of hb own manufacture. Between a billboard 
and the sidrwalk a a tittle triangle of ground 
that be leases for the season. In our neigh- 
borhood he's as much a fixed institution as 
the bank across the strtot 

"Lost fall," he telb hb audiences — and this 
b hb perennial nlory — "J went down East an' 
in Philadelphia I had a talk with Mr. Lori- 
mer, who runs the Saturday Evtnittt fair. 
We was up in hb office an' he says to me, 
'Mr. Long, why don't you uke a page in 
my magaiine to advrrtisc your massage 
cream? Why do you go out on the streets 
and work so hard?

When 
I first began to sec his pwae on articles in 
newspapers and magaiines, I read him rather 
eagerly, but now I fail to get the Wmk out 
of his stuff that 1 once did. 1 wouldn't can 
if he never wrote another line. If he were 
to Ret paid so handsomely for bit writing

' Tandy reach thr bc=,: -seller class and arc 
not profitable. If a laay man must write a book, 
why not write a slushy novel that would 
appeal to people who attend movies and think 
newspaper comics are amusing? In that way 
thr author might have large royalties and 
thus enable himself to be as lazy as his heart 
desires, 

Far that matter, why write a book at ail? 
Why write unythmc? As Kelly himself shows, 
the laay man's talents are best employed in 
an executive capacity — where he merely l limit.-, 
up tubs for others lo do. If Kelly is half- 
way sincere about this tartness theory, why 
isn t he an executive instead of engaging in 
the very line of work that is least possible 
to delegate to others?

There were others who helped by their 
prrwnce.

8? years, who for 75 years has 
been with the John A. Roebling Sons' Com- 
pany and is still at it. 

A fine old man is Colonel Roebling. If 
you'd get a pkitire of hii age and his work, 
link him up with the Brooklyn Bridge, one 
of the world's great engineering feats, it was 
begun in ISti'l and Colonel R trebling then was 
thirty and wtwrinteiided its construction. A 
long look hack ro our industrial history! 

Trenton, incidentally, is the second city

bration late in December of last year, and 
already other cunrmunitiei are planning to 
tarry on the good work.

Court Decisions That Affect Business 



C CAPITAL stock when issued has been suh> 
* ject io a stamp Lax. Many corporations 
have found it desirable to exchange shares of 
one denomination for shares of another de- 
nomination or for shares of no par value. 
The Treasury Department proceeded to col- 
It-it ihe stamp tax again for each of Ihcse 
reissues. 

Before ending its work for the summer 
the Supreme Court declined to grant a re- 
quest of the Govemmtn: ih:jL ii lie henn! in 
support of this form of double and treble 
taxation. The lower courts had held that 
there was no authority of law for any tax 
except the tax upon the original issue of 
stock. In effect, the Supreme Court said it 
saw no reason to reconsider the poiution taken 
by the lower courts. Thus, an end is put lo 
a point of irritation for a numljcr or cor- 
porations. 



Victory for Creditor Ffrm 

FRAUD ihe Federal Tradr Commission al- 
leged In a case in which the federal cir- 
cuit court of appeals could find no reason to 
think there was anything except bona fides. 
Some time ago the same court upheld an or- 
der of the commission requiring one com- 
pany to divest itself of stock in another, be- 
cause there was a tendency to lessen com- 
petition. Tin.' otic-inline company disposed of 
its stock, but it Still held promissory notes 
of the second concern, which had not been a 
financial success and has now become in- 
solvraL 

Tht company had :i practical burines. 1 . 
problem nn its ha mi* — the problem of reaiii- 
ing something on those notes. It accordingly 
fiutii'ied the commission that it intended ui 
bring suit, get judgment, and bid in the 
plant at the sheriff's sale. The commission 
hurried to court to get an order againal smh 
a proceeding, alleging that the indebtedness 
was not real but had been devised for the 
occasion. 

After taking much evidence, the court could 
not agree with the commission, found a 
genuine business prublem, and loid the com- 
pany t hat nothing in the CZtayl on Act or other 
law stood In the way of its exerting the 
usual rights of ■ credit or. 



American Valuation Upheld 

AMERICAN valuation as a basis for ad 
J *■ valorem custom* duties had some Strong 
advocate* when the Tariff Act of 1022 was 
under consideration. As the law was even- 
tually enacted, American valuation was not 
generally provided in the law. but ii '*,r u-ed 
in the pannrnipti which deals with coal-tar 
products. In other words, the duty was 
stated as a> percentage of the price at which 
competitive merchandise sells in our own 
markets. 

Axaftavine is a coal-tar dye, and fifty 
pounds of it were sufficient to cause a con- 
test between the importer and the Govern- 



ment. The importer contended that Amcn- 
an valuation is unconstitutional, apparently 
arguing that American valuation made the 
rate af duty uncertain. 

To this argument the Court of Customs 
Appeals has "now handed down its susswer- 
The court found no reason to say thai Ameri- 
can valuation is unconstitutional. It **~ 
the rate of duly remains coruiiLint an- 1 that * 
is only the umuunt of duty that varies.

EVERY few weeks for eight years there walked into the 
editorial office of Tire Nation's Business a toll, 
straight man, ruddy-faa'tl and gray-haired, with a clear, 
gray rye and a most Infectious laugh. 

The visitor was James B, Morrow. who« death a few 
weeks ago ended a connection which began when this mag- 
azine first took shat»e as a periodica] to be bought and read 
by business men. 

His first article appeared just right yctrb , hj>— in Au- 
gust, 1916. It was a pen jmrtrait of, and an interview 
with, R. Gooriwyn Rhctt, business leader of Charleston, 
S. C. And Emm then an he talked with men of national 
importance and came back to tell our readers what manner 
of men they were* Sometimes he praised men, sometimes 
he laughed at them. Rarely did his articles leave any sting. 

His personality sketches of business men were not the 
uimenuunal poor-boy, rich-man type so generally found 
in the popular magazines. He always sought, back of a 
man's success, for some unusual philosophy, something 
which would he a real contribution tu all busineja. Money 
as an end did not interest him. 

Although Mr. Morrow interviewed more than 100 polit- 
ical and business leaders for The Nation's Business, not 
unce was he criticised for inaccuracy or misrepresentation. 
A rare writer who saw dearly and reported faithfully. 



It is not always easy to crow old, especially hi Wash- 
ington, without growing cynical, but Mr. Morrow achieved 
that. Not that he did noi see through hypocrisy and cant 
It was in him to grow angry at them; but when he sat down 
to write, the smiles would break the frown. He hated men 
who under pretension of public service sought private ad- 
vancement, but he would have laughed them out of office, 
not stoned them out. 

r'u Iks some tinMi that So-and-so has lifted his business 
"to the dignity of a profession," We might say of Mr. 
Morrow that he lifted the profession of writing for news 
papers and magazines "to the dignity of a business." He 
was businesslike in appearance and in methods. That 
"bohemiantam" which cloaks carelessness in writing or pre- 
tends indifference to the world around us found no sym- 
pathy in him. He believed his occupation dignified, be 
treated it with dignity, and be demanded dignity for it 
from those whom he interviewed. 

It is pleasant now to think that Mr. Morrow was our 
first contributor and to recall his visits his suggestions for 
articles, his lively comments on men and events. It is sad 
to realixe that he will not come again. * 

The readers of The Nation's Business have lost a 
worth-while contributor; its staff has lost a friend. — The 
Editor.
